Neutral*  Suffer  Most 
Tims  neutral  states  continue  to  be 
the  greatest  sufferers  from  the  mine 
ami  submarine  warfare.  It  Is  considered 
possible,  however,  tliat  one  or  two 
British.^teamers  have  suffered  a  simi- 
lar tote,  one  being  overdtie  and  anoth- 
er  being  reported  blown   up  off  Rye. 

.^s  a  result  of  the  activity  of  Ger- 
man submarines  the  British  Admiralty 
lias  aiiuounced  that  St.  George's  and 
Xorih  ("hannpls  have  been  restricted  for 
navigation  from   today. 

In  the  case  of  a  few  Scandinavian. 
Dutch  and  British  t'teamere,  the  crews 
have  refused  to  .•jail  where  the  voyages 
are  lo  include  the  war  zone,  but  in 
each  instance  substitutes  were  found. 

The  crew  of  the  British  steamer 
3>ar!eydale,  wliich  has  grain  for  the  Bel- 
gian Relief  CommLssion,  reftised  to  ac- 
company their  ship  from  Falmouth  to 
Rotterdam,  but  men  were  soon  found  to 
take  th.'lr   places. 

Othcrwi.te  the  trade  of  the  country 
Is  going  on  much  as  tisual,  and  ship- 
masters continue  to  express  contidenee 
that  the  German  submarines  cannot  in- 
terfere serlousl.v  with  commerce.  In 
fact,  the  threaiened  blockade,  which  has 
)ia<l  such  a  .small  effect  thus  far,  is  be- 
ginn)iig  to  i,'lvc  way  in  the  public  Inter- 
e.«t  to  military  movement.-^  and  Ihe 
lionibardrnent  of  tlie  Dardanelles.  It 
ap)iear8  from  the  offlcial  r«-iiorl  Issued 
by  the  .\dmiraUy  tonight  ilial  tlm  con- 
tlnuallim  of  tlie  operations  against  the 
Dardanelles  has  been  delayed  by  un- 
favorable weather,  but  there  Is  still  no 
news  of  the  effoct  of  Saturday's  bom- 
bardment. 

Fiffhtlag  iu  Weat 
On  land  the  Allies*  forces  In  the  West 
have  again  stayed  their  offensive,  which 
Jiad  as  its  object  the  relieving  of  pres- 
.sure  on  Russia.  The  belief  in  military 
circles  here  Is  that  Russia  has  been  able 
to  cheok  the  Austro-German  offensive 
operatioBK  at  either  end  of  the  long 
lino,  and  that  therefore  the  necessity 
no  longer  exists  for  the  Allies  to  nifiko 
tlieir  effort  before  tli«y  are  fully  pre- 
pared. 

There  has,  however,  been  some  flght- 
iug  near  the  coast,  at  Ypres,  in  the 
I'hampagne  district,  where  the  French 
lire  attorn  pllng  to  iiusli  tht-  Germans 
ItO'k  from  Khelms  and  relieve  tliat  city 
frorTi  the  bombardment  which  it  has 
;t«;iln  umlergone,  and  in  the  Woevre 
ami  Vosges  districts.  At  none  of  those 
points  has  a  battle  of  any  dimensions 
liccn  fought,  although  the  operallonB  In 
ALsace,  taken  as  a  whole,  arc  consid- 
ered Important. 

Oannaa   Advaao*   Stopped 

Fighting  ia  going  on  violently  along 
all  the  front,  but  the  reports  of  the  gen- 
eral ataila  give  Httle  Or  no  information 
of  the  progress  of  the  campaign.  The 
Itussians,  who  have  been  strongly  rein- 
forced since  their  defeat  in  East  Prus- 
sia, have  reached  their  prepared  posi- 
tions between  the  fortresses  In  the 
provinces  of  Kovno,  Vilna  and  Grodno, 
and  are  offering  strong  resistance  to  the 
(Scrmuns,  who  are  greatly  hampered  by 
the    terrible    condition    of   the    roads. 

To  the  south  of  the  I^ower  Vistula  the 
Russians  attacked  the  (Jermans  on  the 
Rawka  River,  but  according  to  the  Ger- 
man account  they  were  repulsed.  They 
•were  also  active  In  Western  Gallcla, 
while  .  In  the  Carpathians  the  long- 
drawn-out  battles  continue  without 
•  Itlicr  aide  gaining  any  adv-antage.  It  l.s 
reported  that  the  Germans  have  sent 
further  reinforcements  to  this  region, 
which  l.«i  quite  likely,  ))ccau.«ie,  for  poll- 
t'.v*l  r/HiBoWH.  the  Russians  must  be  kepi 
out  of  Hungary. 

The  Ruvslans.  too,  are  making  a  stand 
in  Ihe  crown  land  of  Bukowlna.  and  the 
correnpondentH  on  the  Roumanian  fron- 
tier report  that  the  Anfltrians  who  ad- 
vane*^  beyond  Czernowltr-.  the  capital, 
have  been  driven  back  from  that  city. 
A  big  battle,  however.  1h  expected  to 
take  place  to  the  northeast  of  Czer- 
nowiUs. 

England  learned  for  the  first  time  to- 
day of  the  rIolB  at  Singapore.  The  In- 
dian troopw,  Jjocause  of  dlsaatlsfactlon 
with  recent  promotions,  refused  to  obey 
orders.  The  Hghtlng  must  have  been 
rather  H«rk>u«,  ant  air  Brltlah  offlcera 
and  fifteen  men  were  killed  and  nine 
wounded,  and  fourteen  clvlllanii.  Includ- 
ing one  woman,  were  klllod.  Some  of 
the  riotera  also  were  killed  and  a  large 
nutnber    iturrcndered    or    were   captured.

Austrians  Found  in  North  Po- 
land and  Germans  on  Car- 
pathian Front  —  /Russians 
Advance  in  Mountains. 


I'ETROGRAD.  Feb.  23.— Slnco  Buron 
Buriaji  obtained  control  of  the  Aus- 
trian Foreign  Office,  with  a  policy  of 
close  co-operation  with  the  German  gen- 
eral staff,  the  process  has  been  notice- 
able of  the  merging  of  German  and 
Austrian  armies  in  the  east  Into  one 
fovea 

In  the  last  ofllulal  records  of  the 
lighting  It  is  shown  that  Austrians  In 
north  Poland  are  under  German  com- 
niaud  in  the  Plock  region;  also  that 
more  than  one  thousand  Germans  were 
among  the  prisoners  taken  In  the  last 
engageiuifuts  in  the  eastern  Carpath- 
ian.s.  Many  of  the<jc  were  new  con- 
scripts in  the  huzsiars  and  mostly 
about  eighteen  years  old.  This  inter- 
change, of  troops  gives  an  appearance 
of  unity  to  the  enomy's  joint  strategy, 
which  is  not  borne  out  by  the  acluul 
situation  across  the  enUre  length  of 
the  eastern  front.  Tho  idea  of  out- 
flanking either  end  of  the  Russian  lino 
i*;  whr)lly  out  of  the  question,  but  Uie 
po.Msiblllty  remains  of  effective  ob- 
struction. 

The  German  movement  in  the  north 
ha.s  <eascd  In  its  aggreoslve  charac- 
ter, and  apparently  alms  at  fastening 
lt.s  troops  along  the  chosen  defensive 
positions  above  tho  Bobr  River  and 
wc.stward  of  Ossowetz,  o«peclally  in 
the  curve  of  the  Bobr  west  of  Its  Junc- 
tion with  the  Narew.  rfie,  Russians 
are  now  attacking  this  position,  and 
have  moved  against  tho  frontier.  The 
distribution  of  reinforcements  was 
greatly  Impeded  by  snow,  but  the  men 
have  reached  their  assigned  positions. 

The  snowbound  line*  proved  a  heavy 
handicap  during  the  first  retirement, 
when  tho  strength  and  enveloping  char- 
acter of  the  German  advance  was  re- 
alized. Tho  only  track  which  remained 
serviceable  throughout  was  tht;  main 
lino  through  WIrballon,  which  ha«  en- 
gineering protections  against  snow 
drifts  so  as  to  keep  traffic  open  dur- 
ing peace  times,  but  tho  trains  which 
attemiiled  to  bring  troops  across  the 
branch  lines  almost  all  came  to  a  doiid 
halt  n gainst  the  den.se  masses  of  snow, 
and  the  men  hnd  to  «!limb  down  and 
wado  forward.  The  Infantry  usually 
took  about  tlirco  days  to  cover  a  dis- 
tance which  In  the  open  season  would 
require  only  twelve  hours.  The  motor 
wagons  In  the  countryside  away  from 
the  main  line  almost  all  failed  In  tln> 
snow, 

The  operations  In  Galicia  arc  devel- 
oping into  a  most  Intcre.sting  situa- 
tion. The  Austro-German  combination 
Is  making  determined  efforts  on  the 
River  DonaJoc,  Houth  of  Tarnow,  to 
seize  the  railway  at  Zukllozyn.  Three 
brirad  infantry  assaults  were  beaten 
back  on   Saturday   with   heavy   losses 

At  the  other  end  of  Gallcla,  the  Aus- 
trians In  great  numbers  have  occuple<i 
Stanlslau.  They  arc  tho  army  which 
recently  was  hovering  near  Roumanla. 
They  are  gathering  .-strength  in  this 
region  for  the  struggle  for  control  of 
the  upper   valley   of    the   Stryl.

West 
of  Lombaerlzyde  the  enemy  made  ready 
to  deliver  two  Infantry  attaek.s,  which, 
coming  under  our  fire,  could  not  be  car- 
ried  homo.

Vortlfrliig  Against  Italy 

OK.VEVA,  Feb.  2.1.— All  along  the 
Bwlss-Itallan  frontier,  touching  Tyrol, 
and  even  as  far  as  the  Adriatic,  Ger- 
man and  Autstrian  troopa  have  been 
concentrating  for  several  days.  They 
are  chlefiy  engineers  and  artillery,  who 
have  placed  gans  in  the  best  positions, 
some  of  them  on  Alpine  i>a«se«.  They 
have  dug  milea  of  treuchea  and  under- 
mlne4  the  prtnelpal  Mrutes.  Trieste  and 
Fiama  have  become  dangerous  even  for 
civilian  Inhabitants,  many  of  whom 
have  been  killed  by  the  explosion  of 
mine*  noar  th»  towna. 


Contest  for  Possession  of  Sig- 
nal of  Xon  and  Village  of 
Norroy  Carried  On  for  Sev- 
eral Days. 


PARIS,  Feb.  2.1.— Details  of  the  fight- 
ing around  the  signal  of  Xon,  which  Is 
north  of  I'ont-a-Mousson,  and  combats 
in  the  vicinity  of  Norroy,  a  hamlet,  are 
given  In  an  official  note  Iwaued  tonight. 
The  Ocrmnns,  according  to  the  note, 
by  a  nudden  attack  on  I'ehruary  13,  be- 
came tho  masters  of  the  signal  of  Xon 
and  of  Norroy,  Contlnuotis  attacks  and 
counter-attacks  by  one  hIiIc  or  tho 
other,  and  brisk  fighting  from  house  to 
house  In  the  streets  ocurred  dally,  tho 
Germans  having  frequent  resort  to  their 
heavy  artillery. 

The  French,  the  statement  say.s,  fin- 
ally gained  the  upper  hand,  and  on 
Fehniary  18  "the  Germans  wore  defi- 
nitely driven  from  the  height  of  the 
signal  of  Xon  and  from  Norroy."       ' 

"Despite  the  German  communication." 
the  statement  adds,  "the  enemy  did  not 
evacuate  Norroy  of  his  own  accord. 
For  more  than  an  hour  on  February  IS 
the  fighting  was  exceedingly  flercf,  and 
We  entered  Norroy  at  tho  point  of  the 
bayonet.  The  Ocrmans  tried  hard,  but 
eotild  neither  hold  Norroy  nor  the 
•topes  of  the  oignsl  of  Xon. 

"Bodies  of  Oermnns  In  large  niambrrs 
were  found  on  the  flold,  TIh^v  were 
men  belongins  to  five  different  regi- 
ments."

LONDON.  F«b.  23.— A  Rotterdam  <lia- 
patrh  to  Tho  Daily  Mall  deucribea  ttie 
ariivtil  at  Oldenzaal,  Holland,  of  seven 
llrltlsli  ofl'lcera  and  nln«ty-three  men 
who  had  been  incapacitated  and  wer« 
On  their  way  home  from  German  canii>s. 
'ihc  Dutch  K«d  Croaa  Soctety  toolt  the 
Jjr.en   over   from   the  German   offlciala. 

The  soldiers  were  welcomed  by  the 
J-ulch  offlclels  and  the  Dutch  civilians 
cheere'J  them  and  loaded  them  with 
rltta  of  pipes,  'tobacco,  cigars,  choco- 
late and  other  luxuries,  all  of  which 
were  wrapped  in  the  Dutch  colors.  Many 
of  the  aoldiers  wept  at  the  klndnesat'S 
shown  them.  Ail  were  severely  wound- 
ed, anJ  the  injuries  of  many  were  ter- 
I'lble.  Manj'  of  tho  men  were  on 
crutchoa. 

All  of  the  prisoners  wer<."  nio.st 
anxious  to  Vcnow  how  the  many  German 
prisoners  wen,-  treated  In  ICugland,  as 
tJieir  suardij  had  told  them  that  tlio 
prisoners  had  been  abominably  treated. 
Tile  Brlil.sh  prisoners  thouglit  tlii.s  was 
thci  reason  for  their  rougli  treatment  in 
the  (Jerrnan  camps.  One  iion-commis- 
sloncd   officer  said; 

'*W«  wpre  treated  all  rlyht  at  the 
huspltal.  especially  by  the  nurses,  but 
tho  fellows  in  the  concentration  camp 
had  an  awful  time,  for  on  tlie  .slifjhtest 
complaint  they  were  klclted,  wliiU;  for 
a  more  sorioua  breach  of  dlscipilno  thty 
were  tied  to  a  post  for  hours.  The 
I'ood.  which  was  chiefly  Loans,  wa.<3  of 
poor  quality  and  small  In  qmihtity.  The 
clothes  were  rags.  When  the  men  pio- 
Li  ;Ued  that  they  were  starving,  they 
were  told;^iour  frItrHd.s  liriSnglaud liavB 
cut  off  our  food  supply.*" -

"lias  now  led  to  a  war  conflagration  on 
a  seale  vaster  than  the  world  evei'  has 
ai-en.  There  is  ground  for  hope,  thai 
tills  t'Midcncy  towar.l  the  development 
of  raeial  feeling  and  tho  exaggeration 
of  nntional  entities  may  not  increase. 
Years  of  exhaustion  must  follow  the 
pre«eiit  measureless  destruetlon  of  life 
and  property,  and  economic  issues  will 
leave  little  time  for  the  de\'piopnicnt  of 
racial  vanities. 

"iCven  though  there  Ii/is  c.omo  ihls 
oataclysni  of  folly  and  siilIerlnR.  we 
ni.ed  not  cease  to  hope  for  the  future. 
The  li>3son  to  be  learned  la  that  the 
doct,rlne8  and  deep-rooted  passions 
whence  these  evils  have  .sprung  can 
only  he  removed  by  the  slow  and  steady 
working  of  spiritual  forces.  What  most 
i.s  needed  Is  tho  elimination  of  iho.'^e 
feelings  the  teaehln>'s  of  which  In  moat 
nations  breed  Jeulou.sy  and  hatred 
and  prompt  men  to  defiance  and  wa- 
gress-'lon.

The  real  mi.irhief  ha.M  been  done  by  the 
writers  and  the  political  leaders,  who 
popularlz.Hl  the  early  aehlevements  of 
their  races  and  flattered  their 
aled    national    vanity. 

"it  I.s  now  Ihe  pri /liege  of  the  think- 
ers anrl  viriters  to  enforce  a  broader  and 
saner  and  more  sympathetic  view. 
i;very  race  and  nation  must  learn  that 
It  might  not,  even  in  Its  own  lnterest.><, 
to  desire  prc-domlnance  or  .seek  to  en- 
force- lis  own  type  on  the  world.

Along  the  "Western  baltlcUne.  the 
tiShting-,  (hough  not  heavy  at  any 
one  point,  has  been  favorable  to  the 
Allies  at  all  points,  although  the  dc- 
t&)lB  which  came  through  yesterday 
w*rc  exceedingly  roeagre.  The  enemy 
htxs  been  active,  but  only  to  meet  with 
repulses  accompanied  by  ht-uvy  loss. 
Kroni  a  mllltury  point  of  view,  tho  Gcr- 
man  campaign  in  Francu  bus  proved  a 
fcllure.  The  Invaders  know  they  can- 
not advance;  they  dare  not  retire,  be- 
ctluuc  that  would  be  such  a  oonfesalon 
of  defeat  as  would  produce  results  of 
rar-reachlnt'  Importaiu'e  In   Germtjny. 

Along  the  East  l»ru.sslan  border  and 
in  Western  I'oland,  a  somewhat  similar 
condition  c:xiats.  General  Von  Hinden- 
b#rg  finds  himself  unable  to  advance. 
His  great  problem  Is  lo  retain  h!s 
})«ii)itlon.  Meanwhile,  his  army  must  be 
growing  weaker,  for  the  reserve  of 
fighting  men  available  to  thei  Kuiser 
can  hardl>'  ba  etlual  to  making  good 
TEe'  1  ossesTon  both  ba-ttle-f ronta 
claims     successes  in      the 
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RuflBia 
Carpathians, 
which  Austria  denies.  We  suppose  the 
truth  of  the  matter  Is  that  nothing  of 
any  very  great  inii)ortance  Is  trnnsplr- 
iPi;.  The  claim  of  Peirograd  that  a 
considerable  number  of  prisoners  have 
teen  taken  by  the  Russiajia  here  and 
along  the  right  bank  of  the  Vistula,  if 
It  is  correct,  indicates  that  the  German 
a;*i<:l  Austrian  initiatives  have  lost  their 
fcrco. 

U  la  very  singular  that  up  to  date, 
tho  result  of  German  naval  tactics  has 
Imhu  more  harmful  to  neutral  vessels 
than  to  British  shipping.  The  neutral 
powers  are  largely  to  blame  for  this. 
U^tn  the  present  war,  merchantmen  In 
the  peaceful  prosecution  of  their  legltl- 
inate  business  were  absolutely  safe  on 
the  high  seas.  A  belUgerenl  power  was 
always  at  liberty  to  takr.  such  steps 
a.s  were  necessary  to  protect  its  own 
coasts  or  to  enforce  a  blockade  of 
an  enemy's  ports,  but  it  never  was  al- 
leged that  any  jjower  had  a  right  to 
riake  the  high  seas  perilous  to  neu- 
tiuls.  At  an  early  stage  in  the  war, 
Germany  began  sowing  mines  not  only 
In  the  North  Sea.  but  elsewhere.  Against 
thlfr  the  British  Government  protested, 
but.  being  a  belligerent,  It  could  hardly 
have  expected  that  the  nation  guilty  of 
ravaging  Belgium  would  have  paid  any 
heed  to  the  proteat.  The  neutral  pow- 
ers remained  silent.  Had  they  protested 
at  the  beginning,  Germany  would  hardly 
hnve  persevered  In  her  course,  and  cer- 
tainly would  not  have  declared  war 
upon  every  shin  that  sail."*,  for  that 
it!  the  mm  and  substance  of  what  her 
ccnduct  amounts  to.  Although  It  l!* 
contrary  to  the  principles  upon  which 
civilized  nations  are  supposed  to  carry 
on  war.  It  might  be  asserted,  with  some- 
thing resembling  reason,  that  a  British 
ship  must  take;  her  chances  in  waters 
which  Germany  la  rtefendln?  In  order  to 
protect  her  oWn  coasts;  but  no  excuse 
Whatever  ean  be  given  for  rendering  the 
high  seas  unsafe  to  the  ships  of  the 
United  States,  Norway  and  Holland. 
Germany  haa  declared  that  she  will 
»;rik  any  ship,  which  she  suspects  to  be 
British,  no  matter  if  it  la  a  pftsaengnr 
ship  carrying  people  of  all  nationalities. 
This  is  A  declaration  of  war  against 
civilization.

The  Rev.  John  B.  Warnlcker,  in  a 
recent  sermon,  spoke  of  the  newspaper 
of  today  aH  "a  modern  miracle."  To 
the  persons  engaged  In  the  work  of 
producing  one  there  does  not  seem  to 
be  anything  miraculous  In  the  per- 
formanoe,  although,  when  they  have 
time  to  think  about  it,  they  possibly 
realise  that  It  Is  something  that  is  very 
remarkable.  The  whole  process,  from 
the  collection  of  the  news  to  the  distrl- 
buMon  of  the  completed  paper  to  Its 
readers,  Is  really  a  triumph  of  organiza- 
tion, but  those  of  us  who  are  concerned 
with  It  today  are  really  only  employing 
the  results  of  a  long  period  of  evolu- 
tion. The  production  of  a  modern  news* 
paper  la,  as  Mr.  Warnlcker  says,  a 
linlque  oomblnation  of  mind  and  mat- 
ter, and  possibly  the  mechanical  aspect 
of  the  case  does  not  appeal  to  most  peo- 
ple as  strongly  as  it  ought  to.  They 
can  appreciate  to  some  extent  the 
knowledge  Involved  «n  the  Collection  of 
naws  and  Its  preparation  tor  publica- 
tion; but  they  have  no  means  of  know- 
ing how  much  a  newspaper  owes  to  the 
oompIetenesB  of  its  mecltaiiical  outfit 
and  the  skill  of  Ita  mechanical  staff. 

Naturally,  Mr.  Warnlcker's  observa- 
tions were  directed  oblefly  to  the  edi- 
torial side  of  newspaper  production,  In- 
ctudioff  tbereln  the  news  as  w*11  «■ 
wh«C  uioatled  cditoriala  in  reapeet 
to  thi*  h*  0M:

Mr.  Warnleltor  thinicO  tho  pu!pit  And 
the  press  ought  to  o6-oi|orAto,  And  with 
this  all  roaoonabls  people  will  concur, 
but  how  that  co-operation  can  be  beat 
accomplished  la  not  so  oaaily  aaid. 
Why,  h*  aalca,  abould  the  preaa  not  teach 
religion?  He  ia  careful  to  add  that  ho 
does  not  mean  dogma,  but  the  religion 
of  "character,  of  conduct,  of  sublime 
hope."  Our  friend  answered  his  own 
question  in  an  earllor  part  of  his  dis- 
course, when  he  spoke  very  understand- 
Ingly  of  tho  conditions  under  which  a 
dally  paper  is  produced.  The  work  is 
done  in  too  great  haeto  for  the  con- 
scientious treatment  of  such  subjects; 
but  the  press  can  avoid  to  a  large  ex- 
tent dealing  with  questions  which  have 
a  tendency  to  weaken  the  moral  sense, 
offend  the  views  of  good  citizens,  render 
vice  conspicuous,  or  familiarize  the 
public  witli  wrong-doing.  How  to  do 
this,  and  at  the  same  time  print  the 
news  of  tile  day  Is  one  of  the  most  dlf- 
tlcult  probU-nis  with  which  newspapers 
men  have  to  deal.  AVe  are  glad  to  know 
that  it  Is  being  solved  to  a  very  con- 
siderable degree  by  very  many  of  the 
dally  papers 

One  Other  point  touched  upon  by  Mr. 
Warnlcker  may  bo  mentioned,  and  that 
in  his  plea  for  I'alr-mlndedness  on  the 
part  ol^^  the  press.  We  are  sure  that 
all  newspapermen  will  say  "Amen"  to 
tills:  but  they  are  all  human,  very 
human,  and  they  are  brought. Into  very 
close  contact  with  every  phase  of 
human  character.  They  would  Ilka  to 
"keep  themselves  unspotted  from  tho 
worlii,"  but  doubtless  the  natural  in- 
stincts of  mankind  not  infrequently 
get  the  bettor  of  them,  and  they  say 
things  that  ought  to  have^  been  left  un- 
said. On  this  point,  also,  we  are  glad 
-to-tm "ttWe  itj  think-there  are  mnnj'  stsms 
of  Improvfemcnt.  Take  the  New  York 
jT  ,1  f,.r  example.  It  would  bo  an 
''■  ilUy    to    secure     space    in    that 

!'      •  tlie     things    which     the    elder 

Jaine.s  Gordon  Bennett  used  to  say  about 
the  editors  of  contemporary  papers  and 
public  men  to  whom  he  was  opposed. 
Assaults  upon  the  reputation  of  In- 
dividuals are  much  more  rare  than  they 
were  a  <iuarter  of  a  century  ago.  There 
Is  yet  room  for  improvement,  hut  the 
tendency  is  in  the  right  direction. 

We  thank  Mr.  Warnlcker  for  his 
kindly  refei;ences  to  the  press  and  for 
his  expression  of  sympathy  for  those 
who  are  engaged  In  the  fascinating, 
yet  wearying  and  responsible  work,  of 
making  a   newspaper. 


8ZB    SATIS    BEATTT 

It  is  thirty  years  and  more  since 
Admiral  Beatty,  as  a  slender  young 
midshipman,  started  on  his  career.  He 
comes  of  an  old  Irish  family,  and  It 
was  not  originally  Intended  that  be 
should  go  to  sea,  but  chance  stepped  In 
and  decided  his  destiny  for  him,  and 
"chance."  or  "luck."  has  befriended  him 
ever  since,  though  It  was  probably  the 
possession  of  his  remarkable  personal 
Qualities  that  brought  the  "chance" 
about.  He  succeeded  from  the  very 
first,  and  In  the  Soudan  campaign  of 
1898  served  with  Kitchener,  who  found 
in  him  a  boy  after  his  own  heart,  full 
of  pluck  and  dash,  but  with  plenty  of 
cool  judgment  In  times  of  crisis.  We 
know  that  one  of  the  features  of  that 
campaign  wa«  the  building  of  a  British 
gunboat  far  away  on  tho  banks  of  the 
Nile,  and  we  all  know  how  the  campaign 
ended.  Beatty  upon  its  conclusion  was 
decorated  and  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
commander.  He  was  then  twenty- 
seven.  In  ths  Boxer  rising  of  1900  he 
again  dlstlngui-shed  himself,  and  was 
promoted  to  a  captaincy.  He  left  his 
command  of  captain  of  the  Queen  to 
become  naval  adviser  to  the  First  Lord 
of  the  Admiralty. 

He  Is  thirty-nine  now  and  Vlce-Ad- 
mlral  of  what  Is  the  most  formidable 
squadron  unit  ever  afloat  on  the  seas, 
and  already  during  tho  present  war  he 
has  upheld  his  high  standard  of  gal- 
lantry and  skill.  He  has  conducted  two 
brilliant  actions  In  the  North  Sea,  the 
fame  of  which  has  spread  the  world 
over  and  caused  men  to  liken  him  to  the 
great  heroes  whose  names  have  glori- 
fied   the  pages   of   Britain's   history. 

He  Is  a  small  man,  but  perfectly  pro- 
portioned, with  a  well-knit  frame  and  a 
body  which  abounds  In  compre»fled 
energy.  His  face  has  a  youthful  out- 
line, but  it  Is  wrinkled  with  lines 
drawn  by  experience,  and  Mb  keen  grey 
eyes  have  the  fine  network  about  them 
that  comes  with  gazing  for  years  over 
long  sea  reaches.  He  haa  a  remark- 
able deep,  resonant  voice,  and  his 
manner  is  alert,  dignified  and  com- 
manding. 

Admiral  Beatty  married  an  American 
girl,  Mr.  Marshal  Field's  daughter.  Both 
on  account  of  her  many  charming  per- 
sonal qualities,  and  also  her  large 
Wealth,  she  has  been  of  the  greatest 
assistance  to  her  husband.  At  present 
she  has  under  her  own  charge  her 
private  yacht,  which  has  been  turned 
into  a  hospital  tender,  and  in  which  the 
wounded  may  be  carried  at  swiftest 
■peed  from  hospital  to  hospital,  or  the 
surgeons  conveyed  to  places  where  they 
may  be  most  required.

Mr.  R.  D.  Butler,  writing  in  Tho  Pet- 
stock  Journal,  asserts  that  egga  from 
China,  Imported  Into  Seattle,  are  sold 
In  this  city  as  Washington  and  Oregon 
products.  He  says  the  eggs  cost  the 
dealers  here  only  fourteen  cents  a  doz- 
en. Speaking  as  a  pouUryman,  he 
says:  "We  merely  demand  protection 
from  fraud,  not  from  competition." 
If  what  he  aaya  Is  substantiated  by  the 
factw,  and  eggs  from  China  are  sold 
hero  as  "Selected,"  "Selected  Fresh" 
and  "Strictly  Fresh,"  and  If  It  Is  a  com- 
mon practice  to  take  a  case  of  Imported 
eggs  and  sort  them  out,  as  he  says  he 
saw  done.  Into  three  baskets  bearing 
the  above  labels.  It  seems  very  reason- 
able to  ask,  in  the  Interest  of  local 
poultrymen  and  consumers  as  well,  that 
this  sort  of  tiling  ought  to  be  prevented.

The  German  submariii.-  monacf^  has 
largely  Increased  tlr  n.  .  ..it  n;  -t  In 
future  be  patrolled  by  llic  Uritj.sh  -Navy 
and  it  seom.s  reaHonablc  to  eiippowe 
that  many  additional  men  will  be 
needed  for  the  service.  Hundreds  of 
craft,  other  than  warships,  have  been 
taken  over  by  ihe  Admiralty  since  the 
war  began.  These  havi-  i"  .lo  manned, 
and  to  do  so  \t  Is  nece.ssary  to  draw 
upon  th«  Naval  Bceerve  or  the  Naval 
Volunteers.  Merchantmen,  trawlers, 
steam  yachts  and  otiier  types  of  vl'.s- 
«elE  have  been  conuimnl.'^rcd  so  that 
the    trade    routes   lu.r  rendered      as 

safe  as  possible.  The  strain  >  u  i '  .• 
personnel  of  the  Navy  Is  a  coiiiiUinily 
Increasing  one.  Since  the  enemy  de- 
clared a  new  war  zone  the  task  of  the 
Admiralty  has  become  henvicr,  for  It 
has  to  find  .ships  ami  crews  to  '-jiiard 
the  lanes  of  traffic  wherever  .i,iii.:m 
may   threaten. 

Amply  provided  as  Britian  Is,  with 
light  cruisers  and  doatroyera,  these  al- 
ready have  duties  that  It  is  imposslblo 
to  interrupt  They  are  being  used  In 
ceaselussly  patrolling  the  North  Sea. 
Their  services  are  continually  required 
for  convoying  the  endless  stream  of 
transports  carrying  troops  to  Frnnco. 
,\  Jleet  has  to  be  maintained  oft 
the  Belgian  Coast  to  co-operate  with 
the  land  forces,  and  to  prevent,  as  far 
as  po.-tslble,  the  enemy  from  ostahlitih- 
Ing  naval  liases.  Other  light  crulKi-r.s 
and  destroyers  are  needed  In  the  Medi- 
terranean to  Insure  the  blockade  in  the 
Adriatic,  to  engage  In  the  operations 
against  tho  fortifications  of  the  Dar- 
danelles, and  to  support  the  land  forces 
defending  the  Suez  Canal.  Britain  has 
to  patrol  the  Atlantic.  Both  In  that 
ocean  and  the  Pacific  .^he  has  to  main- 
tain light  cruisers  searching  for  the 
enemy's  warships  that  are  still  nl 
largo.  Others  are  required  as  guard 
ships  for  the  steamers  carrying  the 
Overseas  soldiers  from  India,  Canada, 
Australia  and  New  Zealand  la  their 
different  dcstination-s.  These  are  some 
of  their  duties,  and  there  are  othere, 
all  of  Which  combined  mean  that  the 
British  Navy  Is.  If  anything,  deficient 
In  light  craft  for  the  endless  duties 
they    have   lo   perform. 

As  WO  have  said,  the  submarine  war- 
fare undertaken  by  the  enemy  against 
helpless  merchantmen,  will  impose  a 
fresh  strain  on  the  navy.  The  vessels 
needed  for  the  now  areas  of  patrol 
work  can  ')0  obtained,  hut  we  feel  cer- 
tain that  the  Admiralty  would  welcome 
any  help  that  might  be  given  by  tho 
Oversea*  PomlnlonK  In  supplying  Ihe 
additional  personnel  that  will  he  re- 
quired. On  more  than  one  occasion 
this  paper  has  suggested  that  the  Naval 
Volunteers,  organized  |n  Canada,  should 
bo  given  an  opportunity  to  see  active 
service.  Tho  time  seems  ripe  for  again 
urging  this  proposal.  Some  hundreds 
could  be  sent  from  this  coast  alone, 
and,  small  ao  such  h*lp  would  be,  thoro 
Is  hardly  a  doubt  that  It  would  be  re- 
ceived as  a  further  earnest  of  the  Do- 
minion's determination  to  do  everything 
she  can  to  aid  In  the  war.  Now  that 
the  Federal  Parliament  Is  In  session  the 
matter  should  be  broached,  There  are 
scores  of  men  In  this  city  alone,  all  of 
whom  have  had  a  llmlte<l  naval  train- 
ing, who  would  volunteer  at  once  if 
the  Dominion  decided  to  make  an  offer 
to  the  Admiralty.  An  exohnnge  of 
cablegrams  with  Lord  FIshpr  would  de- 
cide whether  work  was  available  for  a 
Canadian  naval  contingent.

able  ■ihowlng. 

Tho  Fiftieth  Annual  Report  of  the 
Union  Bank  of  Canada,  Illustrated  and 
containing  a  list  of  sliareholders.  Is  a 
typographical  gem.  Tho  list  of  share- 
holders Is  an  IlluBtralioM  of  how  widely 
distributed  are  Ihe  holders  of  bank 
stocks.  The  public  la  often  likely  to 
think  of  the  banks  as  consisting  of  a 
number  of  austere  gentlemen,  who  sit 
In  well-furnished  offlcea  and  say  "No" 
to  most  callera  The  Union  Bank  has 
a  capital  of  $5,000,000,  owned  by  about 
2,500  people.  Marf'hing  four  deep,  these 
stockholders  would  make  a  procession 
more  than  half  a  mile  long.  The  bank 
managers  are  trustees  for  all  of  them; 
they  are  aluo  trustees  for  the  depositors 
In  the  bank,  who  are  probably  many 
limes  more  numerous  than  the  share- 
holders. 


The  excursion  on  the  Pacific  Great 
Eastern  Railway  has  recalled  to  the 
memory  of  one  of  the  ploneor  explorers 
of  this  Province  an  Incident  that  oc- 
curred In  1873.  A  survey  party  engaged 
In  seeking  a  route  for  the  Canadian  Pa- 
cific having  got  Into  some  dlfTlculty  in 
the  Interior,  It  became  necessary  to 
send  an  expedition  to  Its  relief.

Hon.  Dr.  Young,  Provincial 
Secretary,  Receives^a  Letter 
From  Mayor  of  Battersea — 
Poor  People  Aided, 


Th«     following     self-explanatory     lei- 
ter  was  yesterday   received   by   the  Hon. 
Dr.   Younsr,   Provincial   Secretary: 
"Town    Hall,   Battersea,  S.W., 

•'February  2,   1915. 

"Dear  Sir: — It  was  my  privilege  re- 
cently to  be  at  a  meeting  In  one  of  tbo 
poorest  wards  of  the  Borougli  where 
foodatufCa  presented  by  States  oi:  tbe 
Empire   were   distributed. 

"'The  choice  of  the  most  deserving 
cases,  the  making  of  proper  arrange- 
ments for  the  distribution,  etc.,  is  a 
work  of  great  magnitude,  but  when  the 
workers,  who  consist  chiefly  of  work- 
ing men,  and  who  have  given  their 
services  voluntarily,  saw  the  great 
pleasure  which  the  gifts  gave  lo  the 
recipients,    they    had    their    rewatri. 

"The  distribution  was  made  after  a 
concert  .to  the  poor  Inhabitants,  the 
artists  all  giving  their  .services  free, 
and  although  my  time  is  fully  occupied, 
as  you  will  readily  assume  It  is  in  such 
a  crisis  as  this,  and  I  was  present  at 
great  inconvenience,  yet  1  am  very  glad 
that  I  was  present  and  I  v/ish  those  who 
niatle  the  giffs  had  also  been  there  to 
witness   the  pleajsure  of   the  recipients.

EFFORT  TO  SLl 
ijm  OF  THE  IVl 

Sir  Richard  McBride,  in  tlie 
Legislature,  Mal<es  Striking 
Allusion  to  the  Task  Con- 
fronting the  Empire. 


In  the  Legislature  yesterday,  .Sir 
Richard  McBrlde,  In  moving  the  second 
reading  of  "An  Act  to  Enable  IJie  Lleut.- 
Uovernor-ln-Counoll  to  Grant  Ilellcf 
From  Penalties  and  Forfeitures  in  Re- 
lation to  Monies  Payable  to  the  Crown. 
an.i  In  Relation  to  Similar  Matters," 
made  a  .striking  reference  to  .the  war. 
He  reminded  the  House  with  what  Im- 
munity ordinary  everyday  affairs  flowed 
Ip  their  regular  channels  in  British  Col- 
umbia, with  parllpiilar  reference  to  the 
work  of  the  Legislature,  while  the  Im- 
perial Parllrtnient  and  the  Hou.se  of 
Cummons  at  Ottawa  were  engaged 
mainly  In  the  effort  to  finance  the 
war.  He  doubted  If  the  people  of  tho 
Province  appreciated  fully  the  tremen- 
dous issues  Involved  In  the  present 
struggle  in  Kurope.  and  -let  lared  that 
every  constitutional  right  which  Brit- 
ishers enJo;,'ed  the  world  over  wa« 
at   stake. 

E.Tplanatory  of  the  purpose  of  the 
mea.wre.  Sir  Richard  .said  that  It  was 
to  meet  the  abnornvil  conditions  now 
prevailing,  The  Government  should 
be  empowered  to  exercise  some  discre- 
tion In  the  matter  of  collecting  licensee 
and  lentals  and  enforcing  penalties.  It 
was  not  Intended  to  encourage  any  lax- 
ity of  responsibility  on  tho  part  of 
those  who  owed  money  to  the  Crown, 
hut  rather  with  the  Idea  of  meeting 
an  unrrtiralleled  situation,  nnd  isefur.' 
tho  necessary  authority  to  di-a!  with 
meritorious    cases, 

He  proposed,  when  Vac  bill  reached 
eommlttec,  lo  ask  the  Hoiise  to  drop 
tho  section  relating  to  mineral!<.  At 
any  time  there  might  be  a  stampede 
to  record  rlaim«  as  the  result  of  some 
mining  oxcitcment;  and  the  general 
policy  of  the  Mineral  Act  was  not  one 
which  would  lend  Itself  to  any  such 
concessions  as  were  proposecl  in  the 
new  bill. 

Va«d    for    Authority. 

He  anticipated  that  the  Oppo.sltlon 
members  might  construe  this  as  an  at- 
tempt to  further  enlarge  the  principle 
of  governing  by  order-ln-councll;  but 
the  Government  was  In  a  .'itrang  po.il- 
tlon  in  this  respect.  While  on  a  num- 
ber of  occa.sion.'i  In  the  past,  extended 
authority  had  been  asked  for  by  the 
Executive,  the  record  of  tlw>  present 
administration  showed  that  that  author- 
ity had  not  been  abused.  And  In  this 
connoetlon  he  thought  It  sound  argu- 
ment lo  say  that  the  more  authority 
that  was  conferred  upon  the  Rxccutlvo 
Council  tha  more  careful  would  tlmt 
body  bo  to  B«e  that  Its  acta  should 
meet  with  the  approval  of  the  House 
ond  the  country.  After  all,  If  some 
measure  of  authority  were  not  given 
the  Executive,  their  functions  would 
Ibe  little  m<jire  than  a  charge  upon 
the  country,  and  they  would.  Ugnra- 
tlvoly  speaking,  be  little  tnore  than 
"rubber  etamps." 

He  quite  admitted  that  the  powers 
sought  under  tho  bill  under  discus- 
sion were  far-rcachlng:  but  the  House 
should  keep  In  mind  the  fftr-reaohlng 
conBequeacaa  of  tho  orlaU  now  upon 
tho  country.  The  situatlop  leaa  not 
only  abnormal;  It  waa  unique  In  the 
history  of  the  world.  He  aoniotlmes 
df>u(bt»d  If  paopla  generally  realized 
to  the  full  that  the  Empire  was  flght- 
inif  for  Its  existence,  that  the  laaue 
Involved  the  very  conatttutlon  under 
which  tbe  L.6fll«lature  of  l^rliMti  Col- 
um1>ta  waa  working.  Here  In  thla  Pro- 
vliusa  they  were  enabled  to  tranaact 
tlia  ordinary  public  buaineaa  of  the 
country  In  the  uaual  way;  but  It  waa 
dur«r«nt  elaewlMre — the  Imperial  Par- 
Itament  In  Ix>ndon  and  the  Canadian 
Parliament  at  Ottawa  were  devoting 
all  their  euergiaa  to  war  meaeurer..  At 
Victoria  the  functlona  of  the  Legisla- 
tura  were  purely  domeatkj;  but  while 
thla  waa  trua,  eonalderatlon  would 
ahow  t|»ak   not   a  ilngle   Item   of   buai- 


neaa waa  Immune  from   the  effecta  of 
tbe  ffraat  war. 

V»ovlMra  y«t«WMla  VoaiUea. 

It  waa  not  tale  Intention  to  accentu- 
ate the  aerlouaneaa  of  the  altuatlon, 
but  the  Hoaae  ahould  bo  mindful  of 
condltlona,  eund  not  loae  eight  of  the 
fact  that  Britlah  Columbia  In  common 
with  the  reat  of  the  Kmplre  waa  face 
to  face  with  an  economic  crisis  unknown 
In  history.  British  Columbia  had  been 
fortunate  in  being  able  to  carry  on 
for  the  past  oouple  of  years  almost 
uninterruptedly  ita  entire  programme 
of  public  works.  Despite  the  finane.ia? 
upheaval,  the  general  administration  ot 
the  country  had  gone  on  almost  un- 
disturbed. The  Oovernment,  by  lt«  pol- 
icy, ha<l  conserved  tho  wealth  of  the 
country,  and  this  fact  was  mainly  ac- 
countable for  the  fortunate  position  he 
had  descirbed. 

If  the  bill  were  to  receive  the  assent 
of  the  House,  the  Government  would 
deal  with  each  case  on  Its  merits,  and 
be  prepared  at  the  next  session  to  give 
an  account  of  Its  stewardship  to  the 
llou«e  and  the  country. 

Mr.  ■Williams  (Newcastle)  felt  that 
the  bin  was  framed  with  the  Idea  of 
releasing  from  their  obligations  cer- 
tain people  who  would  otherwise  for- 
feit their  holdings.  Gentlemen  who  had 
taken  large  holdings  under  the  Land 
Act  would  be  naturally  very  desirous 
lof  seeking  a  measure  of  this  kind 
Ibrought  forward.  Why  did  not  tho 
Government  make  this  clear,  iii.^tead  of 
making  a  clause  which  read  in  general 
terms? 

He  jigreed  with  the  Premier  that 
the  Oppoeltlon  took  the  attitude  that 
thl.s  was  another  attempt  to  govern 
by  orJers-ln-eouncll.  Protests  In  the 
past  had  been  futile,  and  apparently 
tromething  more  would  be  necessary. 
The  Government  seemed  to  have  the 
theory  tliat  overloading  an  Kxecutlve 
Council  guve  that  body  some  peculiar 
ability  to  carry  such  a  burden.  Ho 
agreed  that  the  country  was  confronted 
with  a  crisis,  but  the  whole  aim  of  the 
Government  .should  be  to  protect  the 
useful  man,  and  that  was  not  the  policy 
of  the  Government.  He  cited JUl8^|ffl|Cfi8 
where  certain  companlea 
large  holdln^a  of  land  for  50  ventti  on 
the  dollar  and- were  in  arrears.  Theso 
people,  having  bought  land  which  they 
declared  to  be  eeeond-cla.ss,  had  dis- 
posed of  a  good  deal  i.t"  it  as  liisi-.  ii^- 
land. 

Fropoaea    Sraatlc    Xemtdy. 

The  Premier — What  would  the  lion, 
member  do   to  meet  the  case? 

Mr.  WlUIam.s — Elxtermlnate  that  class 
Rn    I    would   a    reptile. 

Continuing,  the  member  foe  New- 
castle declared  that  tho  bill  would  con- 
fer no  public  benefit,  but  would  be  detri- 
mental to  the  Province  In  every  way. 
The  Government  should  ask  these  peo- 
ple how  much  they  had  really  paid 
for,  give  them  a  choice  of  selection, 
and  let  the  balance  of  their  holdings 
revert   to   the   Crown. 

Sir  Richard  McBride  expresed  mucii 
iiitere«t  In  this  proposal.  The  Gov- 
ernment, he  said,  was  anxious  to  ar- 
rive at  some  wise  and  just  decision 
in  a  time  of  great  orl.sis,  and  would 
be  glad  to  have  assistance  from  any 
Huartcr. 

.Mr.  Wllliam.s  reitcratcil  bi.-^  opinion 
that  what  the  Government  should  do 
would  be  to  give  the  delliKiuents  short 
shrift,  if  they  had  paid  in  »!0.000  on 
the  basis  of  IJO  cents  per  acre,  let  thcni 
make  ii  selection  of  20,000  acres  from 
a  block  of  land  and  the  CovefTnment 
take  the  rest. 

This  terminated  tbe  deba.le,  and  the 
second  reading  carried. 

The  Hon.  Mr.  Bowser  Introduced  .\n 
Act  to  Anii'n<l  the  Small  Pcbts  Court 
Act. 

Mr.  Wiiliams  introduced  An  .\ct 
to  .\mend  the  Pound  District  .\ct.  These 
were   read  a   first   time. 

Mr.  Williams,  seconded  by  Mr.  Place 
(Nanalmo).  moved  for  a  return  show- 
ing the  total  sums  due.  Including  In- 
terest on  the  sale  of  townsUe  lands, 
agricultural  land,  other  land,  timber 
licenses,  timber  lea.'ies.  pulp  lea.se.s. 
purchase  of  coal  and  petroleum  land.i. 
the  lea.se  of  coal  and  petroleum  lands, 
the  lease  of  range  or  grazing  land.*;, 
tho  rental  or  leases  of  foreshore,  sea 
or    other    water    areas,     timber    royalty, 

A  Stupendona  Taak. 

Sir  nichard  McMrlde  said  that  to 
give  the  hon.  mctnber  the  Information 
he  asked  for  would  entail  a  great 
amount  of  lalwr  on  the  staffs  of  ihc 
various  departments,  a  really  stupen- 
dous ta.sk.  If  tho  hon.  member  -should 
a.sk  for  any  special  delall.«  tho  (Jov- 
ernnieiit  would  be  glad  to  accoinniodaie 
him.  All  the  records  in  poHsesaion  of 
the  Government  were,  generally  .-tpeak- 
Ing.  public  proiicrty.  But  he  doubted 
if  the  time  was  opportune.  In  view  of 
the  peculiar  ftnanclal  conditions  pre- 
vailing everywhere,  for  tbe  presenta- 
tion of  the  broad  Htalemcnt  of  this 
kind.  However,  he  would  not  oppose 
tho  motion,  though  he  warned  the  hon. 
member  that  ho  was  Imposing  a  task 
upon  the  depaitmenlal  ofncials  \vhl''h 
could  not  be  discharged  during  ilic 
session. 

The   resolution  carried.

Mr.  Ilayward.  while  he  agreed  th.it 
there  might  be  sometblna:  In  tho  ob- 
jection raised  by  tho  Member  for  New- 
oa«tle.  felt  that  the  amendment  would 
really  strengthen  the  bill  which  he  had 
Introduced.

The  Hoiiee  then  adjourned  until  2 
p.m.  today.

Kveryone  fled  Ht 
his  appearaiitvi  and  misfortune  fell 
upon  any  who  dared  to  stanA  In  his 
way  or  who  were  hIow  In  stepping 
from    his    path. 

Uovernor  Blanshard.  wDose  regime  at 
the  fort  was  very  nhcn.  was  descrlbe.-l 
as  a  .man  who  loved  .solitude  and  wh.. 
never  a.««ociated  with  anyone.  Ho 
used  to  ridt!  h|a  boree  about  the  coun- 
try  but  seldom  would  apoak.  There 
were  f*w  people  at  the  fort  who  pos- 
sessed thi  same  eUndlng.  and  tho-^e 
held  aloof  from  him.  Those  who  took 
charge  of  the  fort  after  his  departure 
were  Sir  Jam«.s  Douglas,  tiie  chief  nic- 
tor:  Roderick  Finlayson.  ibe  second  in 
command.  James  McKay  and  George 
.Simp.son.  The  officers  In  tho  Hudson 
Bay  Company  were  given  the  privilege 
of  officiating  nt  marrlagTs  in  those 
days,  as  there  were  no  clergy  in  I  ho 
colony. 

Speaklns  •>(  the  vegetahleg  and  fruit 
grown  at  th.al  time.  Mr.  Anderson 
snid  that  only  the  commonest  varl- 
etlea  w«re  planted,  and  that  th«  only 
apples  obtainable  were  from  Ladv  Doug- 
las  .who  was  sent  some  from  Fort 
Vancouver,  where  there  were  irec.« 
grown  frop)  seed  which  aame  all  the 
way   round    the   Horn    from    Knglan.I. 

A  vole  of  thanks  was  accorded  Mr 
Anderson  at  the  conclusion  of  the  lec- 
ture, .md  the  flijggcstlon  wa.s  made  thai 
he  should  have  his  memoirs  and  pic- 
tures published  NO  that  they  might  oe 
acceaslble    to    the    public. 

Prior  to  the  commoncen^ont  of  the 
lecture,  a  number  of  .specimens  were 
examined,  aipon.?  them  soniu  peculiar 
orchid.-!  and  a  variety  of  fungi.

by  Alderman  McNalU  at  a  «pe«ial  bph- 
eion  o(  th«  City  Council  held  yeaterday 
afternoon  to  put  through  Ub  varloua 
Htagea  tho  ncceaaary  by-law  to  permit 
of  the  iBKiuaooe  of  traaaury  certlftoatea 
to  be  dispoaed  of  on  tha  New  York 
market.  Alderman  McNeill  explained 
the  reasona  for  the  move  and.  whUa 
statlni;  that  the  time  waa  not  opportuna 
jet  for  diacloslrig  the  price  at  which 
thess  certlflcaios  would  be  flodted,  de- 
clared the  (Igura  waij  a  most  favorable 
one  and  higher  than  was  secured  bv  the 
city  laat  yeur.  He  also  averred  tliat 
the  negotiations  disclosed  the  fact  that 
Victoria's  credit  stood  hijiher  than  that 
of  any  Western  Canadian  city  and  was 
equal  to  some  of  the  Provincial  Qovern- 
nieuts. 

AWerman  MoMnill  explained  Dial  on 
March  .5  there  fall  duo  In  London  trea.s- 
ury  certldcatea  to  tha  amount  of  X200,- 
000;  on  April  5,  £80.000,  and  on  October 
2,  £160.000,  or  approximately  $2,085,- 
000.  It  was  intended  that  flfty-ycar  de- 
bunlurea  to  tho  amount  of  |1, 600,000, 
logolher  with  all  tlie  local  improve- 
ment ton-year  debeittures  now  ready 
would  be  Issued  and  out  of  the  proceeds 
the  treasury  cerliflcateB  would  be  re- 
tired, as  well  aa  about  1800,000.  owin^ 
to  the  hank  on  local  Improvement  ax:- 
<^ouiit.  But  as  Ixjiidon  Is  the  only  mar- 
ket on  which  ifms-twrm  debentures  can 
he  lloated,  and  as  the  recentLv  enacted 
Imperial  regulations  prohibiting  tha 
flotation  of  loans  for  outside  purposes 
prevents  any  sale  at  present,  ami.  in 
addition.

Alderman  McNeill 
explained,  has  in  cash  1486,000,  hcinif 
proceeds  of  ten-year  local  lmt>rovement 
bonds  recently  sold.  There  are  ISliO,- 
000  more  of  such  debentures  soon  to 
be  olfered  for  sale.  These  amounts, 
with  the  proceeds  of  the  treasury  cer- 
tificates to  be  lloated  In  Now  York,  wlU 
meet  outstanillng  Indebtedness.  It  Is 
the  intention  at  present  to  issue  only 
Jl. 000, 000  treH.-Jury  certlhoates  but,  the 
fiscal  accents  had  assured  the  city,  the 
balance  of  the  |l,0OO,(H)O  will  be  taken 
when  tlie  city  doair^s  to  dispose  of 
them. 

On  the  point  of  the  price  obtained  for 
tlie  Is.'suc  of  treasury  oertificaias  .Vlder- 
maii  McNeil)  expressed  the  opinion 
lliat  at  present  it  would  be  unwise  to 
dl.»<cl09e  the  figure,-  hut  he  would  say 
that  the  price  was  better  than  that  re- 
cel\ed    by    any    Western   city    this    year. 

The  city's  credit,  Alderntan  McNeill 
declared,  was  excellent  because  tho 
bond  purchasers  knew  it  waa  tlie  policy 
of  the  city  to  Keep  its  sinking  funds  in 
the  bank  ready  for  redemption  pur- 
poses, and  the  city  had  never  defaulted 
on  any  of  its  bond  payments.  When 
the  financial  stringency  arrived  the  city 
entered  upon  a  policy  of  economy,  and 
that  policy  had  been  maintained.  The 
city  had  promised  not  to  undertake  any 
new  obligations  while  the  present  in- 
d^htednefs  was  in  existence.  It  should 
bo  the  aim  of  the  city  to  clear  up  ar- 
rears by  the  proposed  flotation  and 
issue  no  more  treasury  certincatee. 
Issuance  of  such  certificates  meant  two 
commissions  to  be  paid,  one  when  tho 
certlficatss  were  f^oat^iu  and  another 
when  the  debentures  to  replace  the  C6T' 
tllicatea  were  sfdd.  Such  methods  are 
not,  the  .Mderman  belie^■ed,  good  busi- 
ness. 

To  Alderman  Fiillcrton,  Alderman 
McNeill  explalnod  that  the  city's  flacal 
agents  were  still  averse  to  outlays  for 
new  work,  though  they  understood  that 
there  were  one  or  two  projects,  notably 
the  Johnson  Street  bridge,  that  might 
ba  carried  thro\iBh.  But  if  the  present 
proposed  flotation  of  treasury  billa  waa 
negotiated  there  should  be  no  troubla 
In  .securing  an  advance  from  the  bank 
for  any  comparatively  nmall  amount 
that  tho  olty  might  desire  to  borrow 
for   relief   work*, 

Throughout  the  year  the  city  ha« 
been  floating  tan-year  local  Improva- 
ment  debanturea  Ui  the  United  States. 
It  ia  expected  that  In  a  week  or  two  a 
full  report  of  these  flotations  and  the 
prlce.-i  secured  will  be  published.  It  was 
stated  at  the  City  Hall  yesterday  (hat 
Victoria  had  secured  two  polnta  mora 
for  Its  issues  that  did  Vancouver  for 
similar   eecuritlaa, 

It  was  diacnvered  at  yesterday's 
meeting  Ihftt  before  the  final  reading  of 
tho  by-law  to  conaolidato  a  number  of 
debenture  Isauaa  under  which  the  treas- 
ury certificates  uro  to  be  sold,  can  be 
given,  a  full  twnnty-four  hours  must 
oUpae,  according  to  the  termu  of  th* 
municipal  regulationa.  Aa  the  by-law 
was  only  introduced  at  Monday  nlght'a 
meeting  that  period  had  not  elapsed 
when  the  Counoll  mot  yeaterday  after- 
noon, and  another  seaslon  will  ba  held 
this  afternoon  at  whloh  tha  formal 
paasing  of  tha  by-law  will   be  posalble. 

In  connection  with  Alderman  Mo- 
NelU's  statement  of  tho  city'a  flnanclal 
negotiations  it  Is  intercatlaff  to  not* 
that  at  present  the  city  has  atandlng  to 
its  credit  In  the  bank  sinking  funds  to 
the  aggregate  amount  of  tt.700,000.

ATTEMPTS  OWN  LIFE 


Prisoner  Vaea  Old  Table  Knifs  lu  Bffort 

to  Kill   HlmaaU  in  Pol'-^e 

Cella 

in  .in  .illempt  to  end  hl«  own  life, 
.'ames  Melia,  serving  a  ten-day  sen- 
tence in  the  police  station,  cut  his  throat 
•»vlth  a  table  Knife  shortly  after  7 
o'clock  yefiterday  morning.  The  prompt 
report  of  the  incident  by  one  of  hIa 
nollmatcis  to  .lailor  Allen  undouhtrdly 
saved  the  man's  life,  for  the  first-jild 
moftsures  taken  by  Sergeant  Fry  and 
Constable  Kltch  stopped  the  flow  of 
lilood,  and  when  Dr.  Houghton  arrh-ed, 
more  effective  measures  were  taken. 
Mella  wa*  rushed  In  tho  police  patrol  to 
tbo  Royal  Jubilee  Hospital,  where  the 
wound  was  dressed,  tW«Ivo  stilches  be- 
ing Inserted.  Mclla  will  recover,  al- 
though In  his  effort  to  kill  himself,  ho 
severed  an  artery  in  his  neck  and  h-i.-^t 
a  great  deal   of  blood. 

Mella,  wiio  was  aentanced  on  Saturday 
morning  last,  was  about  the  Jail  on 
Monday,  evidently  In  good  spirits.  He 
performed  a  quantity  of  work  usually 
iindemaKen  by  "trualies."  Trestcrdny 
morning  he  entered  the  lavatory  nt  tho 
jail,  and  the  next  thing  seen  of  him 
by  hlB  fellow  prisoners  was  when  ho 
staggered  out  and  collapsed  on  the  floor 
in  the  corridor  between  the  cells.  He 
had  inflloted  the  wound  with  u  broken 
table  knife  which  the  jail  officials  be- 
llevod  ho  secured  while  working  about 
the  priaon  premlaes  on  Monday  after* 
noon.  Tho  knife  blade  had  been  sharp- 
ened to  some  extent,  evidently  by  the 
prlaoner.  and  it  Is  this  that  leadw  the 
pcHce  to  believe  the  man's  act  waa  pr«- 
me<tltated. 

Mella  recently  belongod  to  the  over- 
seas contingent,  but  was  disrhargod  be- 
oauac  of  hla  drunken  habits.  He  wnsi 
serving  hia  seoonit  term  In  Jntl  for 
drunkenness  ■when  ho  msdo  his  atiempt 
at  iaeir-deatrucflon.  Llttlo  Is  known 
about  hi*  autccodonts.

There  Is  no  need  to  spend  much 
time  over  this  branch  of  nursery  cook- 
cry.  The  fewer  the  Ingredients  in 
candy  Intended  lor  little  children  the 
better.  Artlfldai  coloring,  unless  It  be 
pure  frulL  Juice,  should  be  avoided. 
There  are,  of  course,  manufactured 
candles  wlilcli  are  wholesome,  but  the 
boys  and  girls  who  buy  their  sweets  at 
corner  shops  are  not  likely  to  get  LhcSH 
It  takes  knowledge  and  experience  to 
choose  the  pure  and  reject  the  adulter- 
ated candies.  If  one  cannot  afford  iha 
time  and  trouble  necessary  to  select 
wisely,  It  pays,  not  only  in  money  hut 
In  health,  to  make  candy  at  home.  ClrKn 
will  soon  learn  to  relieve  their  mothers 
of  this  task  and  become  experts  at  tb:; 
work.  But  they  must  not  be  allowed  to 
be  extravagant,  for  then  11  would  I'e 
belter  to  patronize  a  good  confectioner 
IL  la  not  the  sweets  hut  the  adiiltara- 
tlona  they  contain  and  the  quantities  In 
which  they  are  eaten  that  injure  diges- 
tion. 


A.   Fine   SngUahwomaa 

Women  of  the  twentieth  century  are 
prone  to  think  that  it  Is  only  in  recent 
years  that  women  have  experienced 
wide-spread  influence.  It  has  become 
the  fashion  to  look  upon  the  domestic 
virtues  as  Incompatible  with  public 
usefulness.  It  Ik  true,  that  the  great- 
ness of  some  women  Is  acknowledged, 
but  we  flatter  ourselves  that  the  propor- 
tion of  the  distinKulehcd  women  is 
greater  iiow  than  formerly.  It  is  not 
always  remembered  that  modern  news- 
papers spread  the  news  of  any  achlovo- 
ment  broadcast  as  soon  as  Jt  Is  at- 
tained. 

It  Is  more  than  three  centuries  and  a 
half  since  the  memoirs  of  Colonel 
Hutchinson,  one  of  the  members  of  the 
Long  Parliament  and  Governor  of  Not- 
tingham as  well  as  an  officer  in  the  par- 
liamentary army  were  written  by  hia 
wife.  Lucy  Hutchinson.  British  his- 
torians acknowledge  the  debt  they  owe 
this  eminent  lady  for  the  pictures  sho 
gives  of  contemporary  life.  The  fol- 
lowing description  of  her  husband's 
mother  reveals  a  character  and  attain- 
ments which  any  lady  of  our  time  might 
be   proud    to  emulate: 

"She  was  a  l*dy  of  as  noble  a  family 
as  any  in  the  country.  .  .  .  embelllBhed 
with  the  best  education  those  days 
afforded;  and  aboVe  all  had  such  a  gan- 
erous  virtue  joined  with  attractive 
sweetnese,  tliat  she  captivated  the  hearts 
Of  all  that  knew  her.  She  was  pious, 
liberal,  courteous,  patient,  kind  above  an 
ordinary  darree,  ingenious  to  all  things 
■he  would  Apply  herself  to;  and  not- 
wlthatandlnc  she  had  had  her  education 
at  court,  was  delighted  in  her  own  coun- 
try habitation.  «nd  managed  all  hor 
family  affairs  better  than  any  of  the 
homespun  housewives,  that  had  been 
brought  up  to  nothing  else.  She  was  a 
nnost  affectionate  wife,  a  great  iover  of 
her  father's  hou8t>.  .  .  .  She  was  a 
wise  and  bountiful  mistress  In  her 
family,  a  blessing  to  her  tenants  and 
the  "neighborhood.  ,  .  .  The  storlt? 
1   have   received   of   her     .     ■     k     were 


worthy  of  a  large  chronicle,  and  a  hot- 
ter recorder  than  1  can  be;  I  shall 
therefore  draw  again  the  .  ,  .  curtain 
before  that  image  which  I  have  ven- 
tured to  look  at  a  little,  but  dare  not 
undertake  to  discover  to  others." 


"■ufllolent  Vnto   tha   Say" 

Sir  William  Osier,  in  his  sixty-sixth 
year.  Is  volunteering  to  go  to  the  front 
with  the  McGIIl  University  Ba?e  Hos- 
pital. This  is  the  man  whose  misin- 
terpreted words  some  years  ago  gave 
the  impression  that  the  world's  work 
was  best  done  by  men  under  forty.  "Too 
old  at  forty"  wont  round  the  world  un- 
qupaiioned  and  Is  respoRSibl©  for  much 
discouragement  on  the  part  of  middle- 
aged  people,  who  did  not  feel  within 
themselves  an  assurance  of  their  com- 
petence. 

In  a  speech  whibh  he  inad^  a  short 
time  ago  at  Yale  Sir  William  Osier  gave 
•aTtvico-  -tO"  the  ■  atudents    whicli    all    the 


world  would  be  better  and  happier  for 
following.  Speaking  of  what  he  be- 
lieved to  be  the  best  rule.s  of  life,  h*; 
.said:  "They  arc  the  freshest,  the  oldest 
and  the  most  useful,  and  in  tholr  ob- 
.servance  you  have  a  vaccine  that  will 
Insure  you  against  all  morbid  thoughts. 
When  the  load  of  tomorrow  is  added  to 
the  load  of  yesterday  many  men  fall 
on  fhe  way.  Live  earnestly,  make  the 
limit  of  your  life  the  twenty-four  hours 
of   the   day. 

"The  first  two  hours  of  the  day  de- 
termines the  day.  Quit  t'thacco  and 
liquor;  bright  oyea  aro  the  thing,  and 
bright  eyes  never  come  from  free  In- 
dtilgence   In   wine." 

All  this  has  often  been  said  sinco 
the  Great  Teacher  said:  "Take  no 
thouglit  for  the  morrow  for  the  mor- 
row shall  take  thought  for  tho  things 
of  Itself.  Sufficient  unto  the  day  Is  the 
evil  thereof,"  but  this  great  physician 
of  our  own  day  has  done  well  to  repeat 
the  message  and  wc  will  all  l)e  wise  if 
w»-   heed  it.

It  will  only  be  a  matter  of  time  snd 
money  till,  in  every  school,  the  moving 
picture  will  be  used  to  help  In  the 
teaching  of  history,  geography  and  lit- 
erature. While  it  win  not  do  away 
with  the  nexiesslty  ■  of  oral  teaching 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  cine- 
matograph will  be  a  great  help  to  the 
wide  awake   teacher.

direct  communication,  cheaper  trans- 
portation and.  In  future,  a  more  perfect 
co-operation  of  the  naval  and  military 
forces  for  the  protection  of  trade  routes, 
also  making  the  laws  uniform  re- 
garding copyright,  patent.s.  legiti- 
macy, bankruptcy  and  realty  through- 
out tho  whole  of  the  Empire,  and  show 
to  the  rest  of  the  Dominions  that  Vic- 
torians arc  not  lacking  In  Imperial 
principles.  It  was  the  spirit  of  Im- 
perialism that  Inspired  Lord  Salisbury 
and  the  Right  Hon.  Joseph  Chamber- 
lain to  call  tho  prime  ministers  of  the 
various  Dominions  together,  that  there 
might  be   a  more   united   Empire. 

Had  Canada  had  the  right  man  at  the 
helm  at  that  lime  she  would  have  b«»on 
In  much  better  position  to  ward  off  her 
enemies  at  the  present  time.  If 
ar  assTciotion  of  this  kind  could  not  '>o 
started,  Victorians  Could  do  tho  next 
best  thing,  by  opposing  any  and  every 
effort  that  may  arise  to  weaken  Can- 
eda's  attachment  to  the  Mother  Country. 

In 
which  Messr.w.  Bolden,  Bragg,  Langford, 
Roper,    Shaf    and   others    took   part.

I  can 
s"e  no  wrong  in  that  wav  of  doing  busi- 
ness. I  appriiclate  the  small  amount  of 
information  that  1  have  hern  able  to 
secure.  But  I  also  reallr.p  that  T  could 
have  possessed  more  If  my  reception  in 
seme  quarters  had  been  morn  cordial.

The  Manchester  Guardian  relates  tho 
odventurcs  of  Private  Langford,  of  ih'> 
Worcester  Regiment,  as  follows: 

"If  T  am  able  to  tell  my  own  story  It 
is  not  the  fault  of  tho  powers  that  be. 
No  man  has  been  knocked  about  by 
them  80  much  as  I  have  been.  At  the 
present  lime  I  can't  say  whether  I  am 
alive  or  dead,  with  the  regiment  or 
missing.  Last  month  my  wife  was  ad- 
vised that  I  hftd  died  In  ho.spltal  at 
Havre,  and  was  burled  there.  My  grave 
may  be  seen  with  that  of  others.  Two 
dtys  later  she  wa.^  Informed  that  I  had 
roccivered  8/<<l  was  back  with  my  com- 
pnny."~"bn-f ' there  was  no  explanation  of 
how  n  dead  nuin  could  recover,  t  ex- 
pect that's  one  of  the  secrets  that  tho 
Ctinsor  won't  let  out.  By  the  same  post 
she  got  a  letter  from  me  announcing 
my  arrival  at  I^lvorpool,  where  I  was 
ii\  hospital.  When  1  got  home  at  lust, 
T  found  a  letter  from  the  War  Office 
telling  mc  that  I  was  111  in  No.  12 
Ot-neral  Hospital,  at  llavro.  1  shuOder 
to   think   what  will   happen   to   mo   next. 

"I  had  cnouglA  advent\ircs  nut  there 
v/llhout  these  strange  ones.  1  was 
burled  !n  the  trenches  twice,  and  cap- 
tured by  the  Germs ns  once.  When  cap- 
tured, r  was  able,  to  hiilc  a  knife  In  my 
puttees,  but  this  was  taken  from  me.  I 
■was  taken  to  a  trench  whore  there  wore 
a  sergeant  and  twelve  British  .soldiers 
who  had  been  captured.  C)ur  hands  were 
tied  behind  our  backs,  and  our  feet  were 
tied  will)  ropes.  While  our  captors 
v. ere  enjoying  their  wine  wo  were  left 
at  the  bottom  of  the  trench,  t  managed 
(o  get  to  a  bayonet  and  rifle  that  had 
fullen  from  the  top  of  the  trench,  an<l 
by  working  my  hands  up  and  down,  cut 
the  cords  on  tho  bayonet  edge.  I 
quickly  roleaseil  the  others,  arul  at  the 
end  of  the  trench  I  brought  down  tho 
'?ermnn  sentry  by  vaulting  on  his  back. 
He  shouted.  'Don't  klU  me;  I'll  go  with 
you.'     And  he  did."

East  Asiatic  Motor  Ship,  on 
Maiden  Voyage,  Was  De- 
signed to  Carry  Danish 
Royal  Family  to  Exposition, 


It  is  not  generally  known  that  the 
Bast  Asiatic  Company's  now  motor  ship 
Monla,  which  has  juBt  sailed  from 
this  Coast  laden  with  a  full  cargo  for 
Copenhagen,  was  espeolally  built  and 
designed  to  bring  out  to  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Sxposltlon  one  of  the  royal  fam- 
ilies of  Kurupo.  According  to  a  state- 
ment made  by  agents  of  the  Danish 
company,  the  Flonla  was  designed  to 
convey  the  royal  house  of  the  Danea 
from  Denmark  to  San  Francisco  during 
the    exposition    year.  • 

The  war  Intervened  and  all  the  elab- 
orate plans  had  to  be  discarded,  and 
now  the  ship  Is  used  only  for  freight 
purposes,  the  luxurious  cabins  and 
palatial  dining  and  social  saloons  re- 
maining vacant,  because  it  ia  still  pos- 
sible that  the  European  conditions  may 
permit  the  visit  later  in  the  year. 
The  Flonla,  which  is  on  her  maiden 
voyage,  is  a  combination  freight  and 
passenger  carrier.  She  has  accommo 
(iatlons  for  about  sixty  pa.s.sengera.  All 
but  four  rooms  are  equipped  with  pri- 
vate baths,  the  tiling  in  the  bathrooms 
belriB  of  royal  blue  with  gold  trlm- 
ming-s.  Instead  of  berths,  the  ship  is 
equipped  with  bc-dsteads.  In  addition 
tile  large  rooms  contain  luxurious  fold- 
ing- divans,  which  may  be  made  into 
double  beds  If  neoe.Saary.  Electric  fan«, 
lights  and  the  latest  system  of  steam 
heating,  together  with  original  methods

The  other  rooms 
are  arranted  in  birch,  mahogany  and 
other  rare  woods,  as  Is  the  royal  suite 
forward.  The  Fiona  has  the  distinction 
of  being  the  fastest  Diesel  ship  afloat. 
She  is  equipped  with  5,000  horsepower 
engines  and  makes  fifteen  knots  an 
hour.  The  vessel  has  a  steaming 
radius  of  30,000  miles  and  ia  operated 
at  an  expense  of  about  |50  a  day  for 
fuel.  If  iihe  were  a  steamship  the  cost 
of  coal  each  day  would  be  In  excess  of 
1250.

The  piec'icamenl  of  the  Rio  Paslg  be- 
cnme  known  when  the  United  States 
(Customs  Department  levied  upon  the 
vessel  for  tonnage  dues.  An  a  olianfro 
In  registry  of  the  vessel  had  not  been 
made,  and  as  she  had  never  been  to  Se- 
attle before,  the  same  rate  as  charged  a 
foreign  steamer  was  asnessed.  This 
piocednre,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
Hlo  Paslg  files  the  American  fla^.  has 
been  followed  by  a  protest  on  the  part 
of  Madrigal  A  Co..  of  Manila,  ownera  of 
tlie  vessel,  and  an  appeal  to  Washington 
has  been  taken  over  the  decision  of  the 
Customs  Department.  The  Rio  Paslg  is 
under  charter  to  the  shipping  firm  of 
Frank  Watf.rhouse  ft  Co.,  and  is  load- 
KiK  carto  for  Vladlvoatok,  Siberia.

In  view  of  the  unusually  heavy  ship- 
ments of  cargo  to  bo  discharged  on 
Puget  Sound  by  the  Blue  Kunnel  Line 
steamship  Oanfa,  tlie  company  agents 
here  state  that  she  will  not  return  to 
Victoria    until    Sunday    next. 

The  Oanfa  brought  from  the  United 
Kingdom  and  Orient,  over  8,000  tons  for 
Seattle  and  Taooma.  She  Is  returning 
here  at  the  end  of  the  week  to  put  off 
1,200  tons  of  general  freight,  after 
which  she  will  shift  to  Vancouver  to 
unload  the  balance,  appioximately  2,500 
tons. 


TRIP  TO  IWLIU' 


Member  of  Crew  of  Hani- 
son  Steamer  Director  Suc- 
cumbed to  Illness  While  on 
Voyage  From  Victoria. 


Believed  to  hove  been  a  victim  of 
appendicitis,  a  seaman  on  the  Harrison 
Direct  freighter  Director  died  during 
the  voyage  of  the  8teamc>r  from  Vic- 
toria to  the  Hawaiian  Lslands.  Captain 
J.  Nicholson,  master  of  the  Director, 
condijcted  a  funeral  service,  and  the 
body  was  consigned  to  the  sea.  The 
Director  failed  to  escape  the  heavy 
weather  prevailing  for  weeks  in  the 
North   Paclflc.. 

The  vessel  was  the  vlctlrn  of  .strong 
gales  and  heavy  seas  which  consider- 
ably delayed  her  progress  on  her  flrst 
trip   across    the   l*u.clfic   from   this   Coast. 

The  recent  voyage  of  the  Director 
marks  the  first  time  that  the  Harrison 
Direct  Lino  has  attempted  to  engage 
trade  with  the  group  of  American  Isl- 
ands located  in  the  mld-Pacinc.  It  la 
an  experimental  venture,  and  the  fi\ic- 
ce.ss  of  the  Director's  trip  to  Honolulti, 
will  decide  whether  other  ships  of  the 
big  fleet  will  continue  In  tlie  trade.  Shf) 
was  dispatched  across  the  I'aciflc  after 
her  Kuropean  cargo  had  been  discharged 
at  Victoria  and  on  Puget  .Sound.  For 
Honolulu  the  Director  carried  3.000 
tons  of  cargo,  including  1,500  tons  of 
fertilizer,  the  greater  part  of  the  ship- 
ments boiog  loaded  at  British  ports  be- 
fore the  vessel  sailed  for  this  Coast  via 
tho  P,'\name  Canal.  .\r  part  of  the  re- 
turn cargo  tlie  Director  will  carry  a 
shipment  of  pines  from  Honolulu  to  the 
United  Kingdom.  She  Will  return  to 
San  FrancUsco  to  complete  loading  be- 
fore heading  through  the  Panama  Canal 
for    the    homeward    trip. 

The  next  vp.ssel  of  the  Harrison  (!•>»' t 
to  reach  Victoria  from  Liverpool  will 
be  the  steamship  Crown  of  Seville. 
Messrs.  Balfour,  Qiithrlo  &  Co.,  agonlR 
here  for  the  .line,  have  boon  advised 
that  the  Seville  will  not  be  in  a  positin 
to  clear  from  San  Francisco  until  Fri- 
day, and  in  that  case  sho  may  not  be 
expected  hero  before  Sunday.  The 
Crown  boat  is  being  followed  from 
Liverpool  by  the  steamship  Spectator, 
which  \n  making  her  first  trip  to  th'> 
North   Paclflc.
